WHEN  the  obfe  trance  of  God’s  com¬ 
mands,  under  the  jfewijh  Law  was  re¬ 
warded  with  temporal  bleilings,  the 
fan&ions  of  that  Law  were  fo  divinely  adj ufted, 
that  the  various  duties,  and  the  various  rewards 
annexed  unto  them,  had  a  beautiful  analogy, 
and  bore  a  fitting  relation  to  one  another. 

Thus  a  zeal  for  the  interefts  of  their  God  and 
King  was  rewarded  with  the  pbjfeffion  of  the  f>ro~ 
mifed  land:  obiervance  of  the  iabbatical  reft, 
with  fertility  and  abundance :  duty  and  obe¬ 
dience  to  Parents,  the  immediate  authors  of  our 
being,  had  the  prom'ife  of  long  life ;  and  pity 
and  compaffion  to  the  Poor  is  here  faid,  in  my

text,

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text,  to  bring  down  the  extraordinary  comfort 
and  fupport  of  Heaven  in  our  bodily  infirmities, 
finely  expreffed,  by  God’s  making  all  our  bed  in 
our  ftclnefs :  And  how  proper  and  adequate 
this  reward  is  to  the  performance  of  the  duty, 
we  may  underhand  by  confidering,  that  Po¬ 
verty  is  one  continued  languifhing  and  Jicknefs ; 
under  which  the  heart  becomes  faint,  the  fpirits 
deprefied,  and  the  body  in  continual  refllefs- 
nefs  which  gives  no  intermifiion  from  anxiety 
and  pain.  How  then  could  the  abundance  of 
divine  goodnefs  more  fitly  reward  him  whole 
bounty  minifters  kindnefs  and  confolation  to 
wretches  languifhing  under  extreme  poverty, 
than  by  eafing  and  refrefhing  their  Comforter, 
when  by  the  general  lot  of  humanity,  he,  in 
his  turn,  lies  labouring  under  bodily  infirmi¬ 
ties. 

Indeed  both  Poverty  and  Sickness  reduce 
humanity  to  fuch  a  flate  as  ferves  to  deteffc 
the  miferable  debility  of  our  nature,  and.  the 
perfect  equality  in  wretchednefs  amongft  all  who 
partake  of  it;  which  the  accidental  circum- 
fiances  of  fortune  in  a  few,  only  difguife  and 
varnifh  over  for  a  time  ;  and  while  health  con¬ 
curs  with  affluence  to  delude  us  into  an  opinion 
that  we  are  placed  above  the  common  difaflers  oi 
our  fpecies,  But  every  fit  of  ficknefs  dilpels 
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this  gaudy  vapour,  and  lays  bare  the  helplefi 
condition  of  humanity,  when  we  are  leaft  able 
to  endure  the  fight. 

So  powerful  an  inforcement  to  charity  and 
companion  did  the  Law  of  Mofes  afford  its  fol¬ 
lowers  !  Nor  are  we  to  fufpedt  that  the  Gofpel  ol 
Tefus  is  lefs  efficacious  in  its  fandfions.  For  tho*‘ 
that  extraordinary  Providence  which  adminifter- 
ed  temporal  bleffings,  in  fo  large  a  meafure, 
to  the  JewiJh  people  has  been  long  fince  with¬ 
drawn  ;  yet  we  are  not  to  think  that  God,  in 
his  prefent  difpofition  of  worldly  matters,  leaves 
himfelf  without  a  witnefs ;  or  that  his  gracious 
Providence  does  not  inceffantly  interfere,  tho5 
with  lefs  outward  pomp,  yet  with  no  lefs  real 
efficacy,  to  reward  the  good  and  to  punifh  the 
wicked,  even  in  this  prefent  life ;  For,  as  the  apo- 
ftle  Paul  may  well  be  underftood,  Godlinefs  is 
•profit able  unto  all  things ,  having  the  promife  of 
the  lif  ?  that  now  is,  and  of  that  which  is  to  come . 
And  if  any  virtuous  practice  has  a  better  claim 
than  other  to  the  title  of  Godlinefs ,  it  is  charity 
and  compaffion  to  the  Poor  ;  in  which  we  aim, 
tho5  at  infinite  diftance,  to  imitate  the  Creator 
in  our  care  to  eaie  and  relieve  the  wants  and  di- 
firefi.es  of  his  creatures.

I  ill  all  therefore  bee  leave  to  inforce  this  duty 

_  o  j 

from  the  Angle  confideration  of  my  text,  that 
charity  and  beneficence  to  the  Poor  are  the  fureft 
means  ot  alleviating;  the  pains  and  naileries  of  a 

^  O  i 

iick  bed,  by  procuring  the  hand  of  God  to  make 
all  our  bed  in  our  ficknefs :  in  which  emphatic 
phrafe,  the  Pfalmijl  alludes  to  that  miferable 
cir  cum  ft  a  nee  ot  a  lick-bed.,  a  perpetual  reft- 
leffnefs,  which  makes  us  throw  our  difquiet  on 

the  hardnefs  of  our  bed  or  couch. 

» 

Of  all  the  diftrefsful  calamities  to  which  Man’s 
life  is  fubjed,  Sickness  is  the  moft  afflidive.  All 
the  other  difafters  of  humanity,  fuch  as  captivity, 
perfecution,  exile,  flighted  aftedion,  calumny 
and  Hander,  receive  their  fiiarpeft  flings  from 

'  1  O 

fafliion,  habit,  and  the  unruly  paflions :  and  we 
-have  generally  the  cure,  always  the  alleviation, 
within  ourfelves :  conftancy,  patience,  and  the 
exercife  of  reafon  may  fubdue  them  5  and  ail 
artful  diverfion  of  the  mind  to  other  objeds 
eafily  evades  their  more  violent  attacks.  But 
bodily  infirmities,  attended  with  pain  and  de~ 
preflion  of  fpirits,  are  entirely  out  of  our 
power  to  redrefs.  They  keep  the  mind  irremif- 
iibly  tied  down  to  a  contemplation  of  its  mi~ 
feries,  without  repute  and  without  relief  ;  while 

every  tormenting  pang  becomes  the  dreadful 

monitor 
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monitor  of  our  approaching  diffolution.  Wealth, 
power,  wifdom,  and  the  attacnmem  of  thoie 
connected  in  intereft  or  friendfhip  with  us,  may 
remove  or  alleviate  the  other  calamities  of  life  : 
but  Sickness  remains  deaf  and  inexorable  to  all 
thefe  powerful  emollients.  The  Fever  burns 
on ;  the  Stone  tears  its  way  ;  and  the  Hedic 
continues  to  fap  and  undermine  the  fortrefs  of 
life,  renardlefs  and  in  defiance  of  our  friends,

our  patrons,  and  our  .phyficians.  Torment, 
diftrefs,  and  anxious  dread  of  the  event,  ex¬ 
clude  all  comfort  and  confolation.  Nothing 
but  the  Lord  of  Life  himfelf  can  aid  us  in 
this  dread  hour,  nothing  but  his  Spirit  can  aflifi 
and  fupport  us  in  this  mighty  conflict.  And  the 
man,  whole  lenient  hand  and  lympathifing  heart 
has  accu homed  him  to  feel  for  the  lefier  diftreffes 
of  his  fellow- creatures,  is,  by  the  unerring  word 
of  truth,  allured  that  he  (hall  have  this  aiiift- 
ance,  in  his  greateft.  "The  Lord  (fays  my  text) 
(hall  make  all  his  bed  in  his  f  chiefs. 

This  affiftance  fliall  be  afforded  him  by  differ¬ 
ent  ways,  and  in  different  meafures. 

Oftentimes  the  hand  of  God  will  effect  a 
fpeedy  cure :  either  by  fo  ftrongly  fupporting 
tiie  mind  as  to  lend  its  vigour  to  the  body  to 
throw  off  the  malignity  of  the  diftemper ;  or 

4  by 
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by  fo  powerfully  enlightening  the  phyfician  as 
to  teach  him  to  affift  Nature  in  the  recovery  of 
itfelf ;  or  laftly,  by  putting  fome  fovereign  re¬ 
medy  in  his  way,  whofe  fpecific  virtue  was 
ordained,  and  without  his  aid,  to  conquer  the  ob- 
ftinacy  of  the  diftemper.  The  hiftory  of  man¬ 
kind  is  lull  of  inftances  where  this  extraordi¬ 
nary  relief  hath  been  afforded  :  where  the  lan¬ 
guor  of  the  mind  has  been  fortified  ;  where 
the  ufual  blindnefs  of  the  phyfician  has  been  re¬ 
moved  ;  and  where  the  moft  unpromifing  re¬ 
medies  have  afforded  an  inftantaneous  cure. 


And  when,  for  the  wife  ends  of  Providence, 
whether  phyfical  or  moral,  the  chronical  difor- 
der  becomes  incurable,  or  the  malignant  di¬ 
ftemper  proves  unconquerable,  then  will  great 
comfort  and  confclation  be  afforded  to  the  cha¬ 
ritable  man,  upon  his  bed  of  languijhing  ;  the 
hand  of  God  will  adminifter  balms  to  his 
wounded  fpirit  and  cordials  to  his  weak  and 
languifhing  body.  At  this  time  it  is  that  the 
good  man  will  moft  fenfibly  feel  the  comfort  o £ 
that  blelling  promifed  in  my  text,  to  have  all  his 

bed  made  in  his  ficknefs.

But  the  ftroogeft  fupport  the  Spirit  of  God 
adminifters  to  fuch  a  one  on  his  bed  of  languijh¬ 
ing ,  is  the  teftimcny  of  a  good  confcience,  which 

A  ■  comes 
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comes  divinely  im prefled  upon  his  mind  in  a 
lively  review  of  his  paft  good  deeds,  with  a  ftill 
more  animating  profped:  of  the  approaching  re¬ 
ward  ;  the  profped  of  thofe  eternal  manftons 
juft  ready  to  open  to  him  when  the  rage  and  ma¬ 
lignity  of  perifhable  matter  fhall  have  done  its 
worft.  Held  up,  and  fupported  by  this  affift- 
ance,  the  torment  of  prefent  pain  fubfides, 
and  the  terrors  of  approaching  death  recede  be¬ 
fore  him.  And  now  it  is  not  He,  but  the  World 
and  all  its  miferies,  which  die  away  ;  while  the 
Saint  is  reviving  and  fpringing  up  to  life,  and 
immortality.  It  is  not  the  King  of  terrors  he 
now  approaches,  but  the  Lord  and  Saviour  of 
the  world,  who  receives  him  with  that  gracious 
acceptation  of,  Well  done  thou  good  and  faithf  ul 
few ant ,  enter  thou  into  the  joys  of  thy  Lord. 

In  conclusion,  a  greater  excitement  to  our 
bounty,  a  greater  encouragment  to  our  compaf- 
fion  could  not  poilibly  be  afforded  than  the 
reward  here  annexed  to  our  duty. 

Sickness  is  an  evil  to  which  every  individual  of 
the  human  race  is  hourly  expofed.  All  the  other 
diiafters  of  time  or  fortune,  men  may  flatter 
themfelves  by  their  fituations,  to  efcape/  Wealth, 
fecures  them  from  want  and  penury ;  Power, 
from  infuit  or  opprefilon  ;  but  no  advantages  of 

B  ft  at  ion 
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ftation  can  fecure  them  from  ficknefs  and  dif- 
eafe.  Nay,  thofe  very  advantages,  by  inducing 
evil  habits,  do  but  the  more  contribute  to  haften 
the  mifchief,  and  to  render  it  inveterate.  What 
encouragment  to  our  duty,  therefore,  can  equal 
that  which  promifes  relief  in  thofe  diftreffes,  the 
moll  intolerable  in  themfelves,  to  our  nature 
moll  obnoxious,  and  which  no  circumftances 
of  fortune  can  either  prevent  or  redrefs. 

* 

Nor  is  the  reward  lefs  adapted  to  the  flate  and 
condition  of  thofe  to  whom  it  is  afforded.  It 
is  addreffed  to  the  rich  and  powerful,  to  thofe 
who  are  bell  able  to  relieve  penury  and  diflrefs. 
But  amongft  thofe  it  is,  that  Luxury,  the  parent 
of  Difeafe,  makes  its  greateft  ravages.  So  that  if 
the  Great  were  to  chufe  their  own  reward,  they 
could  not  fix  on  any  thing  of  more  peculiar  ufe 
or  benefit  to  themfelves. 

But  if  Providence  fo  largely  rewards  the  kind 
relief  of  fimple  Poverty,  How  will  the  blefiing 
be  accumulated  on  him  who  Hill  more  humanely 
feeks  out  for  the  objed  of  his  benevolence  from 
amongft  thofe  who,  together  with  their  poverty, 
lie  oppreffed  under  the  additional  load  of  fick- 
nefs  and  difeafe.  Here  he  will  be  fure  to  find 
the  mercy,  not  only  returned  in  kind,  but  re¬ 
turned  in  more  abundant  meafure ;  and  while 

he 
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he  is  fo  divinely  intent  to  eafe  the  poor  man’s 
bed  of  languishing y  he  is  preparing  for  his  own  ; 
and  decking  it  up,  to  become,  even  when  pain 
and  torment  threaten  moft,  a  bed  of  eafe  and 
reft  unto  him. 

And  the  well-ad vifed  believer  who  confiders 
that  the  Prophet  annexes  the  blefling  in  my  text, 
not  fo  much  to  the  bounty  of  the  hand,  as  to 
the  deliberate  benevolence  of  the  heart,  — bleffed 
is  he  that  considereth  the  Poor , — will  be  very 
careful  in  feeking  out,  and  exploring  the  moft 

proper  Gbjed  of  his  charity, 

'  -  *  „  ...  -  - 

But  was  fuch  a  one  to  feek  thro’  the  world 
for  this  purpofe,  it  would  be  hard  to  find  a  fub- 
jed,  in  all  its  circumftances,  fo  elegible  as  the 
excellent  Eftablifhment  for  the  relief  of  diftref- 
ful  poverty,  which  I  am  now  entrufted  to  re¬ 
commend  to  your  protedion. 

For  the  objeds  it  comprehends  and  is  confin¬ 
ed  to,  are  thofe  who  labour  under  one  of  the 
moft  dangerous  and  aftiidive  maladies,  to  which 
human  nature  is  expofed  :  not  of  fuch  as  are  ac¬ 
quired  by  our  follies  or  our  vices  ;  nor  yet  of 
fuch  as  any  degree  of  care  and  circumfpedion 
can  avoid.  A  mifchief  riling  not  from  within, 
by  humours  let  loofe  by  intemperance,  which 

B  2  de- 
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deftroy  the  ballance  between  the  fluids  and  fo- 
lids ;  nor  yet  from  without,  by  the  contagion  of 
unlawful  commerce,  which  corrupts  and  vici- 
ates  the  whole  frame  ;  but  a  kind  of  peftilence 
that  refldes  and  reigns  amongft  us  thro’  the  ma¬ 
lignity  of  infectious  bodies  or  a  corrupted  atmo- 
fphere  or  perhaps  of  both  :  and  is  what  in  the 
humble  language  of  piety,  we  call  the  hand  of 
God.  In  a  word,  a  calamity,  where  there  is 
not  one  circumftance  to  abate  our  compaflion 
and  a  thouiand  to  excite  and  to  fupport  it. 

.  *  . 

Such  is  the  nature  of  the  firft,  and,  as  I  fup- 
pofe,  the  original  part  of  this  noble  Charity.

But  to  thofe  generous  minds  who  are  more 
intent  upon  public  than  private  interefts,  and 
who  think  the  duty  of  univerfal  benevolence 
better  difcharged  by  beginning  with  generals, 
and  defcending  to  particulars,  than  by  riling 
from  particular  to  general  good,  I  would  in  a 
more  efpecial  manner  recommend  the  other  part. 
For  they  are  diftind  ;  and  the  kind  encourager 
of  this  Charity  may  dired  his  beneficence  to  ei¬ 
ther  part  as  he  is  molt  diipofed. 

i 

The  part  I  mean  is  that  for  Inoculation  : 
the  fafety  and  prodigious  benefit  of  which,  has 
been  long  experienced  and  fully  confirmed  by 

careful 
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careful  applications  of  it  on  the  Rich ;  and  is 
now,  by  the  glorious  humanity  of  this  Eftablifti- 
ment,  extended  to  the  Poor. 

And  as  it  is  Infancy  and  Youth,  amongft 
which  this  dire  calamitymakes  its  greateft  havock, 
the  protecting  thefe  ftages  of  life  from  its  rava¬ 
ges,  is  the  moft  effential  fervice  to  the  Public. 
For,  according  to  a  famous  faying  of  Antiquity, 
‘The  lofs  of  Youth  is  to  the  State ,  what  the  lofs  of 
Spring  is  to  the  Year ;  the  cutting  oft  that  flow¬ 
ery  leafon  which  prepares  Nature  for  the  fruits 
and  harvests  that  are  to  follow  from  it. 

Indeed,  if  what  we  are  told  of  the  original  of 
this  happy  invention  be  true,  it  is  not  fo  much 
humanity  and  charity,  as  gratitude  and  a  debt, 
to  put  the  Poor  into  a  capacity  of  enjoying  this 
bleffing.  For  from  the  Poor,  it  feems,  the 
Rich  firft  received  it :  indeed  from  a  people 
which  may  not  improperly  be  called  a  Nation  of 
Poor ;  namely  the  Georgians  and  Circa ffiaits ,  the 
moft  miferable  of  enflaved  Provinces  ;  as  lying 
in  the  frontier  of  two  great  defpotic  Empires. 

But  thofe  of  you,  my  Brethren,  of  ftill  more 
enlarged  conceptions,  who  delight  in  rooting  out 
Superstition,  as  the  bane  not  only  of  Religion, 
but  of  Civil  life  likewife,  will  have  here  a  no- 

•  ble 
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ble  occafion  to  exercile  the  generofity  of  your 
natures.  For,  by  what  ftrange  fate  it  is  I  know 
not ;  but  fo  it  lias  happened,  that,  at  a  time, 
when  Religion  has  loft  almoft  all  its  influence  on 
the  minds  of  the  People,  yet  Superjlition  ftill 
keeps  its  hold  ;  and  this  moft  beneficial  pratftice 
is  regarded  with  abhorrence  by  them,  as  a  kind 
of  impiety,  a  tempting  God,  and  miftrufting  his 
general  Providence.  Now  the  beft  confutation 

O 

of  fuch  monftruous  abfurdities  is  the  fuccefs  of 
the  pra&ice,  in  which  (while  20  or  30  die  out 
of  150,  who  contract  the  diftemper  in  a  natural 
way)  only  Three*  out  of  693  which  have  been 
inoculated  fince  the  erection  of  the  Hofpital  have 
fallen  under  it. 

Give  me  leave  to  add  another  circumftance 
which  feems  to  be  of  weight  to  excite  the  atten- 

O 

tion  of  the  well-difpofed  :  and  that  is,  that  as  its 
funds  confift  chiefly  of  annual  and  voluntary 
contributions,  it  will  always  need  the  repeated 
afftftance  of  the  benevolent.  And  this  circum¬ 
ftance,  which  awakes  charity,  will  ferve  to  fix 
and  determine  the  objedt  of  our  choice  ;  for  we 
may  be  reafonably  well  affured,  that  while  a  pub¬ 
lic  Charity  remains  in  this  condition,  it  will  be 

care- 

*  Of  tbofe  Three,  one  died  by  Worms,  tho’  he  was  not  fufpe&ed  to  be 
fo  difordered  when  inoculated  ;  and  another  was  apprehended  to  have  firft 
caught  the  Diftemper  in  the  Natural  Way.  3 
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carefully  and  honeftly  adminiflered  ;  that  which 
makes  its  exiftence  precarious,  fecuring  its  well- 
being.  The  Governors  of  Hofpitals  which  lo 
fubfift,  being  rather  >  Stewards  than  Tru flees  to 
the  Public.  And  to  what  fcandalous  abufes  of 
trufl  largely  endowed  Hofpitals,  whether  of  new 
or  old  foundation,  have  been  expofed,  is  too  well 
known  to  be  further  infilled  on  in  this  place, 
where  the  fubjed  is  not  concerning  their  refor¬ 
mation. 

Indeed,  it  appears  almoft  fuperfluous  to  urge 
this  confideration.  For  whoever  calls  his  eye 
on  the  lift  of  illuftrious  and  honourable  Names  in 
the  government  and  diredion  of  this  Charity 
will  be  convinced,  that  there  needs  no  other  fa¬ 
vourable  circumflance  to  preferve  it  under  a 
prudent,  diligent,  and  faithful  adminiftration 
than  the  noblenefs  and  generality  of  their  own 
relpedable  Charaders. 

Permit  me  therefore,  my  Brethren,  as  I  am 
direded  by  my  office,  and  reminded  by  my 
text,  to  charge  you  who  are  rich  in  this  worldy 
that  you  he  ready  to  give,  and  glad  to  ditlri- 
hute ;  laying  up  in  Jlore  for  y our f elves  a  good 
foundation  againft  the  time  to  come.  Amen* 
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Relieving  poor  People  affli&ed  with  the 
SMALL-POX,  and  for  Innoculation  : 


From  its  Firft  Inftitution  (26  September  1746)  to 

3 1  December  1754. 

THIS  HOSPITAL  was  inftituted  in  the  Year 
1 746,  fupported  by  a  Suhfcription  then  made 
by  feveral  Noblemen,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 
who  were  defirous  that  a  Charity  ufeful  in  itfelf, 
and  fo  beneficial  to  the  Public,  might  be  begun  near  this 
Great  Metropolis,  there  not  being  any  Hospital  of  this 
Kind  in  Europe . 

The  Relief  of  the  Neceffitous  under  that  fevere,  naufeous, 
and  frequent  Diftemper,  The  SMALL-POX,  is  a  Work 
of  Charity  fo  evidently  attended  with  many  beneficial  Circum- 
ftances,  as  well  to  the  Public  as  to  the  unhappy  Objects,  that 
it  is  in  reality  not  a  little  ftrange,  that  the  eftablifhing  a  Fund 
for  fuch  a  Charity  fhould  be  a  Defign  of  no  longer  itanding. 

It  is  univerfally  agreed,  that  amongft  all  Diftempers,  to 
which  Providence  has  made  the  Human  Body  liable,  there 
is  none  fo  affii&ing,  fo  alarming,  or  which  demands  fuch 
careful,  fpeedy,  and  continual  Afliftance,  as  the  SMALL¬ 
POX;  to  which  the  inferior  Sort  of  People  are  at  leaft 
equally  liable  with  thofe  in  a  higher  Sphere  of  Life,  though 

utterly 
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utterly  unable  to  fuppbrt  themfelves  under  fo  dreadful  a  Ma¬ 
lady,  or  to  procure  the  neceffary  Means  for  their  Recovery. 

As  this  Difeafe  is  fo  frightful,  even  in  its  fir  ft  Appearance, 
and  at  the  fame  time  contagious,  and  almoit  inevitable,  i*  ami-  ■ 
lies  of  all  Degrees  are  thrown  into  the  utmoft  Confufion,  when 
it  invades  any  Perion  amongft  them,  let  his  or  her  Station  Do 
what  it  will.  To  keep  a  Servant  in  fuch  a  Condition,  is,  ge¬ 
nerally  fpeaking,  exceedingly  inconvenient :  To  thruft  them 
out  of  Doors  under  fuch  Circumftances,  always  inhuman, 
commonly  fatal.  How  agreeable,  therefore,  muft  the  Infor¬ 
mation  prove  to  all  confiderate  and  charitable  Perfons,  that 
for  removing  of  thefe  Difficulties,  for  Pairing  private  Fa¬ 
milies,  and  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  wretched  Individuals 
labouring  under  this  Difeafe,  there  is  already  eftablifhcd. 

An  HOSPITAL  for  the  Small-Pox, 

Where,  Perfons  of  both  Sexes,  and  of  all  Ages,  may  be 
carefully  provided  for,  both  as  to  Phyfic  and  Diet,  and  pro¬ 
perly  attended  in  that  calamitous  Condition  ;  and  this  at  a 
very  eafy  Expence  to  the  Governors,  who  by  their  charitable 
Contributions  fupport  the  Fund  for  fo  glorious,  and  fo  com- 
paffionate  an  Undertaking,  which,  only  to  mention,  is  to 
recommend.  A  neediefs  Pomp  of  Words  would  rather 
obfcure,  than  illuftrate  thisDefign  •,  the  Utility  and  Huma¬ 
nity  of  which,  all,  who  have  the  fmalleft  Attention,  or 
Tendernefs,  cannot  fail  to  comprehend. 

As  what  has  been  laid  fufficiently  fhews,  how  well-adapt¬ 
ed  a  Charity  this  is,  in  refpecl  to  fuch  as  are  affiiCted  with  this 
Difeafe  in  the  Natural  Way  ^  fo  the  other  Part  of  the  Scheme, 
which  has  a  Tendency  to  preferve  our  Species  from  the  Ra¬ 
vages  of  this  infectious  Malady,  by  rendering  it  lefs  malignant 
and  lefs  deftru&ive,  in  the  Way  of  Inoculation,  deierves 
likewife  public  Approbation  and  effectual  Encouragement. 

1'  h  e  Objections  that  have  been  made  againft  this  Prac¬ 
tice,  are  founded  rather  in  an  Averfion  to  Novelty,  however 
ufeful,  than  in  an  Adherence  to  Reafon  and  Experience.  The 
ft  range  imputation  that  a  well-eftablifiied  Method  of  pre- 
ferving  many  Lives,  is  an  Attempt  upon  the  Prerogative  of 
the  Almighty,  will  make  no  Impreffion  upon  any,  who  con- 
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fider  that  the  fame  Tiling  may  be  urged  againft  exhibiting- 
Medicines  at  all,  either  lanative  or  preventive,  and  the  ex¬ 
traordinary  Methods  that  are  often  necelTary  to  be  made 
ufe  of,  to  flop  the  Progrefs  of  any  particular  Difeafe. 

The  Benefits  of  Inoculation  appear  every  Year,  by 
Frefh  Trials,  greater  and  more  certain.  This  dreadful, this  de- 
ffructive  Diftemper  is  thereby  rendered  mild  and  manageable, 
and  becomes  rather  a  Purgation  of  the  Body  from  the  latent 
Seeds  of  an  expected  Difeafe,  than  creating  a  Difeafe  it  fell. 
It  delivers  People  from  thofe  Apprehenfions,.  with  which, 
till  they  have  had  the  SMALL-POX,  they  are  always 
haunted.  It  frees  them  from  the  Objections,  that  are  con¬ 
tinually  made  to  their  being  received  into  any  Family,  while 
they  remain  expofed  to  that  Difeafe  in  the  Natural  Way.  It 
gives  them  Courage  to  enter  into  the  Service  of  their  Country, 
either  by  Land  or  Sea  ;  and  protects  them,  while  in  thatSer— 
vice,  from  the  Rifque  of  being  carried  off,  for  Want  of  thofe 
Accommodations,  which  Camps  and  Ships  rarely  fupply. 

To  all  theft,  if  we  add  the  general  and  great  Confidera- 
tion  of  preferving  fo  many  Lives,  which  may  evidently,  arife 
from  thcfe  different  Ways  of  having  the  Difeafe,  (for  upon 
a  general  Calculation,  25  or  30  die  out  of  150  Patients, 
having  the  Diftemper  in  the  Natural  Way,  and  one  onlp 
cut  of  this  Number,  when!  n  o  c  u  late  d,)  it  will  appear, 
that  this  is  a  Thing  of  very  high  Importance  y  and  that: 
it  is  not  eafy  to  name  an  Undertaking  more  laudable  in.  it— 
feif,  or  more  beneficial  in  its  Confequences,,  than  the  making; 
a  Provifion,  that  thofe,  who  really  hand  in  the  greateft  Need 
of  this  Prefervative,  and  yet  from  their  low,  though  ufefut 
Stations  in  Life,  are  precluded  from  it,  ihould  be  refcued; 
from  a  Condition,  equally  injurious  to  them  and.  to. 
Society. 

But  as  the  World  will  be  often  divided  in  Sentiments, 
in  Matters  of  fuch  a  Nature  •,  fo,  by  the  Conftitution  of  this 
Charity,  due  Care  is  taken,  that  the  Intentions  of  fuch. 
well-difpofed  Perfons,  as  fhall  contribute  to  any.  Branch  of 
it,  fhall  be  punctually  anfwer’d..  For  they,  may  dire  A  their; 
BenefaCtions  to  be  beftowed  upon  fuch  Perfons  only,  as. are 
infected  with  the  Natural  SMALL-POX  or,  if  they 
iudo-e  the  promoting  Inoculation  the  more  beneficial,. 

they  may  confine  their  Gifts  thereto  y  or,  if  given  without 
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sny  Diftin&ion,  it  will  be  applied  to  the  general  Fund,  both 
for  Natural  SMALL-POX  and  for  Inoculation. 

To  thefe  Confiderations,  it  is  proper  to  add  one  Circum- 
ftance,  which,  duly  considered,  cannot  but  have  greatW eight 
with  all,  who  have  any  Feeling  for  their  Fellow-Creatures  in 
Diftrefs  ;  which  is,  that  it  is  an  HOSPI  1  AL,  in  Aid  of 
all  other  Hofpitals,  being  calculated;  by  its  very  Conftitu- 
tion,  to  receive  thofe  milerable  Creatures,  whom  the  Rules 
of  all  other  Charities  exprefly  and  prudential!/  exclude. 

As  this  ufeful  and  neceffary  Charity  loudly  calls  for  fur¬ 
ther  Affiftance,  may  it  not  be  juftly  hoped,  that  many  pious 
and  compaffionate  Hands  will  bountifully  contribute  to  the 
Support,  Continuance,  and  Enlargement  of  a  Defign,  which 
Reafon,  good  Policy,  Humanity,  and  Religion  fo  powerful¬ 
ly  .recommend  i 

This  HOSPITx\L  confifts  of  two  Houfes,  at  a  due  General 
Diftance  from  each  other,  in  airy  Situations.  “Ad‘ 

That  for  preparing  the  Patients  for  Inoculation  is  in  Situation, 
■the  Lower-Street,  JJlington-,  and  that  for  receiving  them, 
when  the  Difeafe  appears,  and  for  the  Reception  of  Patients 
in  the  Natural  Way,  is  in  Cold-Bath  Fields. 

Stated  General  Courts  are  held  half-yearly,  to  wit,  in  <d-e”er** 
April  and  October,  or  within  ten  Days  before  or  after  each 
of  thofe  Months ;  Notice  of  which  is  fent  to  each  Governor, 
as  well  as  publickly  advertifed. 

Two  Prefidents,  Four  Vice- Prefidents,  and  a  Treafurer,  Prcf dents, 
are  annually  elected  out  of  the  Governors.  &c- 

A  Houfe-Committee  of  Thirteen  Governors  is  chofen  Half-  Commit  - 

Ji 

yearly, who  meet  the  firft  Thurfday'm  the  Month  at  Ten  in  the^* 
Forenoon  at  the  HO  S  PITA  L  in  Cold-Bath  Fields,  and  the 
other  Yhurfdays  at  St.  Paul’s  i Coffee- Houfe  in  St.  Paul’s 
Church-Yard,  at  Five  in  the  Afternoon,  to  tranfaft  the  Bufmefs 
of  the  HOSPITAL;  at  which  Meetings  all  Governors 
prefent  have  a  V ote,  and  their  Attendance  will  be  efteemed  a 
Favour. 

A  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  attend  the  Hofpital  without  Fee,  Houfe- 
or  Reward.  *  Officers. 

There  are  a  Secretary,  two  Apothecaries,  a  Meflenger, 
Matrons,  proper  Nurl'es,  Cfc. — >  No  Fee ,  Reward ,  or  Gratuity , 
to  oe  taken  from  any  Patients ,  Tradefmen ,  or  other  Perfons ,  on 
Account  of  the  HOSPITAL,  on  Pain  of  Expul/ion, 
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Governors  ’Thirty  Guineas  conftitutes  a  Governor  for  Life?  Five 
S&atijica- Guineas  per  Annum,  a  Governor  during  fuch  Subfcription, 
Uoh"  or  after  two  fuch  annual  Subfcriptions  any  Perfon,  by  pay¬ 
ing  not  lefs  than  Twenty  Guineas ,  on  or  before  the  14th  of 
Oblober ,  1756,  becomes  a  Governor  for  Life.  Smaller 
Benefactions  are  accepted  with  Gratitude. 

Privilege,  Every  Governor  has  a  Vote  at  all  general  Courts  and 
Committees,  and  is  entitled  to  have  one  Patient  in  each 
Houfe  at  a  Time.  Ladies  have  the  fame  Privilege,  and 
may  vote,  by  Proxies,  at  all  Elections. 

Every  Annual  Subfcriber  is  entitled  to  have  one  Patient 
in  each  Houfe  at  a  Time,  provided  there  is  Room,  until  the 
25  th  of  March  1 756,  and  after  that  time,  the  like  Privilege, 
in  cafe  there  foal!  be  three  Beds  for  Men,  and  two  for 
Women  Patients,  in  Referve,  for  Governors  Recommen¬ 
dations. 

A  Committee  of  Accompts  of  Seven  Governors  is  an¬ 
nually  chofe  in  or  about  April,  who  meet  at  leaft  once  a 
Quarter  to  Examine  and  Audit  all  Tradefmens  Bills,  which 
are  afterwards  ordered  by  the  Houfe-Committee  for  Pay¬ 
ment.

Two  Governors  are  appointed  Vifitors  by  the  Houfe- 
Committee,  for  fix  Months,  who  frequently  attend  the 
Hofpital,  for  Innoculation ;  and  alfo  the  Hofpital  for  the 
Natural  Way,  alternately,  to  infpedt  into  the  ConduCt  and 
Management  of  the  Officers,  Servants,  and  others  therein. 
tQljetls.  Every  Peifon  deftitute  of  Friends,  or  Money,  and  labour¬ 
ing  under  this  melancholy  Difeafe,  or  defirous  of  being 
inoculated,  is  a  proper  Objeft  of  this  Charity. 

Natural  Patients  in  the  Natural  Way  are  received  every  Day  5 
Patients.  kut  Enquiry  mull  firft  be  made  if  there  is  Room,  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  Danger  and  Expence  of  a  Difappointment. 
Inoculat-  Patients  for  Inoculation  are  received  from  the  firft  of 
mg  Pa-  September  to  the  laft  Day  of  May,  of  which  Notice  will  be 
tien.s.  from  time  to  time  given  in  the  Public  Advertiser.  Re¬ 
commendations  will  be  received  at  all  rimes,  and  enter’d 
as  prefented,  and  the  Patients  will  be  admitted  in  the  Order 
they  ftand  on  the  Lift. 
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If  any  Perfons  omit  to  attend  according  to  their  Turn  on 
the  Admiffion-Days  they  will  be  excluded,  and  cannot  have 
the  Benefit  of  this  Charity,  without  firft  obtaining  a  new 

Recommendation. 

There  is  no  Charge  attending  the  Admifiion  of  Patients 
for  Inoculation  •,  but  for  Patients  in  the  Natural  Way,  a 
Depofite  of  Sixteen  Shillings ,  towards  anfwering  the  Expences 
of  Burial  in  cafe  of  Death,  or  to  be  returned  to  the  Perfon 
who  paid  the  fame,  when  difcharg’d  the  HOSPITAL. 

For.  fake  of  the  Patients,  and  for  fear  of  fpreading  this 
dangerous  Infedtion,  it  is  necefiary  to  forbid  Strangers  to  vifit 
them  •,  and  therefore  it  is  hoped  that  the  Affedtion  or  Cu- 
riofity  of  particular  Perfons  will  not  be  offended  at  this  un¬ 
avoidable  Precaution. 

Proper  Drelfes  are  provided  for  the  Patients,  and  worn 
by  them  while  in  the  Hofpital ;  and  at  the  Time  they  are 
difrnifs’d,  their  own  Cloaths  after  being  fumigated  with 
Brimftone,  are  return’d  to  them.
